termine whether the shooting was 
either justifiable or excusable.

was either the defendant can not be 
convicted. * * * 
, 


"If you should find from the evi- 


dence beyond a reasonable doubt, that 
Hammond was shot by Ada Davis, 
that the shooting was neither excus- 
able nor justifiable, then malice is 
presumed by the law, and the crime • 
was murder in the second degree and 
all circumstances of justification, ex- 
cuse or extenuation must have been 
proved not beyond a reasonable doubt, 
but by a preponderance of the evi- 
dence, by the defendant, unless these 
circumstances were proved by the evi- 
dence adduced by the" State. And if 
the State seeks to elevate the crime 
to murder in the first degree it must be 
proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt, 


that the malice was deliberate and 
premeditated. 


"Criminal homicide, by the laws of 


the State of Ohio, is divided Into 
three kinds. Murder in the first de- 
gree, which is defined 
as 
follows: 


Whoever purposely, and with deliber- 
ate and premeditated malice kills an- 
other, is guilty of murder in the first 
degree. 


"Murder 
in the second 
degree, 


which is defined as follows: Whoever 
purposely and maliciously, but with- 
out 
deliberation 
or premeditation, 


kills another is guilty of murder in 
the second degree; and, 


"Manslaughter is 
defined 
as 
fol- 


lows: Whoever unlawfully kills an- 
other, in such manner and under such 
circumstances as not to constitute 
murder in the first degree, or murder 
in the second degree, is 
guilty of 


manslaughter. 


" 'Purposely' implies an act of the 


will. It means intentionally and not 
accidentally. * * * 


"Malice is a necessary ingredient in 


murder both in the first, and murder 
in the second degree. Unless the de- 
fendant was actuated by malice, he 
cannot be said to have been guilty of 
murder in either degree. * * * 


"If you find from, tne evidence the 


shooting- -was done, and done unlaw- 
fully, purposely and feloniously, be- 
fore the defendant can be convicted 


<>f murder in the first degree, you must 
find beyond a reasonable doubt that 
'he same was done with 
deliberate 


and premeditated malice, and that 
•nould require you to find that the de- 
fendant had formed the purpose to kill 
in her mind: that, having so formed

need not be of a deliberate and pre- 
meditated character. 
If the purpose 


to kill appeared and existed for the 
firs-t time in the prisoner s mind In the 
act of killing, the killing was only 
murder In the second degree. If the 
intention to kill was formed and ex 
ecuted in and upon a sudden transport 
of passion, arising by provocation, but 
the provocation was not sufficient in 
law to reduce the killing from mur- 
der to manslaughter, It would only be 
murder in the second degree. 


"To constitute either murder in the 


first or second degree the act must 
have been done maliciously. 
Malice 


has been defined as the dictate of a 
wicked, depraved and malignant heart. 
* * * The court here defined malice 
and its bearing upon the case. 


"If you should find the defendant 


not guilty of murder in the first de 
gree, or murder in the second degree, 
you may then determine whether or 
not she is guilty of 
manslaughter 


That is, of the unlawful killing of 
Hammond without malice, deliberation 
and premeditation. If the act which 
caused the death of John Hammond 
was committed In the heat of sudden 
passion caused by a provocation, it 
was manslaughter. 
It is not justifi- 


able to take life under a provocation, 
and yet the provocation may be ser- 
ious enough to deprive the intentional 
killing of its malicious character, so 
that it is neither murder on the one 
hand, nor justifiable on the other. 


"If you find that 
the 
defendant 


killed Hammond intentionally the in 
ference of malice follows. 
This in- 


ference may be rebutted by it appear- 
ing fronrthe evidence that the killing 
was done in the 'heat of sudden pas- 
sion and because of this passion. * * * 


"You are the sole judges of the cred- 


ibility of the witnesses, and the weight 
whjch should attach to the testimony. 
Every witness is presumed to be 
truthful until the contrary is proved. 
And you should accept the testimony 
of every witness which is not improb- 
able, and which is not discredited, im- 
peached or contradicted in some of the 
methods which the law provides. Per- 
jury should not be imputed to any 
witness unless there is a necessity for 
doing it. 


"You should endeavor to reconcile 


the testimony and harmonize it if you 
can. But where there is irreconcilable 
conflict between witnesses 
and 
be- 


tween testimony, it is your duty to 
fearlessly decide for yourselves which 
witnesses and wliat portion of the tes- 
timony you will believe. It is your 
privilege to believe all that the wit- 
ness has testified to, or any part of 
the witnesses' testimony, or to disbe- 
lieve all of he witnesses' testimony. 
* * * You hould consider the man- 
ner and bearing of the witness while 
on the witness stand. If any witness 
showed a zeal in stating facts unfavor- 
able to one side and reluctance 
to 


disclose facts which- benefit the other 
side the jury may discredit the wit- 
ness. The witnesses who testify in a 
candid, frank, straightforward way, as. 
witnesses should, invite confidence and 
credence. * * * 


"What I have said regarding the tes- 


timony and credibility of witnesses is 
stated to aid you, but not to control 
you, 
in determining the credibility of 


the witnesses and weight of evidence. 
These rules, together with any of the 
ordinary .tests which go to make up 
the value of a witness' statements in 
the minds of the jurors, will assist 
you in reaching a conclusion regarding 
the truth in this case 


"The St?te has -introduced, and re- 


lies upon, certain alleged admissions 
or confessions of the defendant of 'her 
participation in the commission of the 
crime. The State claims tnat those 
admissions or confessions were made 
by the defendant, and were made vol- 
untarily; while the defendant desies 
that any such admissions or confes 
sions were made at all, and says that 
if they were made, they were induced 
by promises of temporal' benefit, or 
advantage. 


"If you find that these admissions 


or confessions were made and that 
they were voluntarily made, then it 
is proper for you to consider them as 
bearing upon the question in the guilt 
of the defendant. 


"If you find such admissions or con- 


fessions were made, then the burden 
is upon the defendant to satisfy you, 
by a preponderance of the evidence, 
that they were induced by promises 
of temporary benefit or advantage. If 
she has so satisfied you, you will, in 
your deliberations, discard any admis- 
sion or confessions which she may 
have made. 


"Now. 
the defendant in this case, 


has taken the witness-stand in her 
own behalf, and that she bad a right 
to do: and it Is your duty and your 
privilege, to give her testimony such 
weight as. in your opinion, it is reason 
ably entitled. 


"As a rule, hearsay evidence 3s not 


admissible, but the admission in evi- 
dence of dying declarations 3s an ex- 
ception 
1o 
the 
rule; 
but 
nese 


declarations 
are 
only 
admissible 


when 
they 
arc 
uttered 
under 


a fixed belief lhat death is impending 
and is certain to follow, and made by 
the declarant in the absence of 
all 


hopes of recovery, and that in a short 
time those immortal and spiritual ele- 
ments which inhabit 
his body will 


forsake it, to encounter the dread 
possibilities of the unknown and su- 
pernatural world beyond the grave. 


"If yon find from the evidence that' 


the dwwlent, Hammond, made ac- 
cusatory declarations concerning this 


defendant, connecting her 
with 
the 


shooting, the result of which, it is 
claimed by the State, the 
decedent 


came to his death, you will then con, 
sider whether, at the time the declar- 
ant made the declaration, he believed 
that his death was impending and cer- 
tain; and if you find that be did so 
believe, then you will give such dec- 
larations such weight as, in your best 
judgment, they are entitled to. 


"But if you should find that at the 


time said declarations were made, if 
you find they were made, that the de- 
cedent did not believe that his death 
was impending and certain, and that 
he was without hope of recovery, then, 
and in that event, you will not con- 
sider those declarations at all. 


Where the killing has been in self- 


defense, it is not unlawful, but inno 
cent and justifiable, and the accused 
must be acquitted. * * * 


To 
render a homicide 
justifiable 


as having been done in self-defense, 
there must be shown: 


1. A reasonable ground for appre 


hension of design, on the part of thp 
person killed, to commit a felony, or 
to commit some great personal injury 


2. 
Iminent danger of such appre- 


hended design being accomplished 
* * * 


The court here told of the recent leg- 


islative enactment providing for pun- 
ishment in first degree murder cases, 
first, by death or second life impris 
onment where mercy is recommended. 
The judge then referred to the im, 
portance of each juror's duty, asking 
each to give the case careful consid- 
eration and deliberate judgment.

A Short Business Session of the City 


Council Was Held on Monday 


Evening. 


'A short session of the City Council 


was held Monday night, this being the 
last regular meeting of the present 
body. All members except Council- 
man Conrad were present and but lit- 
tle business was transacted. 
A peti- 


tion followed by an ordinance provid- 
ed for the extension of East Locust 
street from Front street to the North 
Fork of the Licking river. As was an- 
nounced several days ago, the New- 
ark, Martinsburg and Mt. Vernbn 
traction company submitted their bid 
for a franchise in the city, offering a 
five cent fare within the city limits. 


In accordance with the communica- 


tion received from 
the 
auditor of 


state several 
weeks ago, in which 


councils were instructed that if any 
change in the salaries of city officials 
was contemplated, it must be made, 
according to the municipal code, be- 
fore the new officials took their re- 
spective offices, an ordinance was in- 
troduced making several changes in 
the salaries. 


The salary of the treasurer was de- 


creased by the ordinance from $400 
to f200 a year. The members ' of 
the1 "board of public safety will 
re- 


ceive $150 p,er year instead of $300 
as formerly. The salary of the clerk 
of the public safety board was in- 
creased from $50 to $100 per year. 
The'clerk of the council will receive 
$600 -per year beginning the first of 
.January, instead of $50. The salary 
of the sergeant-at-arms of the coun- 
cil was increased from $75 to $100 
per year. The salaries of other offi- 
cials will remain as fixed by a former 
ordinance.

City Auditor Maurath submitted a 


report containing the tabulatfon of 
votes cast in the special election on 
the $200,000 bond issue. A report 
from the finance committee instruct- 
ed the auditor to accept the bid of the 
Franklin National Bank for the $16,- 
000 refunding bond and to appropri- 
ate the money realized from the sale 
of the bonds, in liquidating tha£ debt 


Mr. Maurath as clerk of the coun-

against delay is that the government

out the country, leaving the revolu- 
tion in a stranded condition. 


The insurgents of Livonia, accord- 


ing to authoritative news, derailed on 
Dec. 14 last, near Stockmansof, a mil- 
tary train which was carrying the re- 
inforcements from 
"VVilua to Riga. 


They tL^n attacked the survivors of 
the wreck. The general commanding 
at Wilna telegraphs that he is unable 
to send assistance, as the tracks is 
destroyed on both sides. It is feared 
the casualties are heavy. 


A dispatch from Mitau, Courland, 


says: The troops, in order to avoid 
annihilation at the hands of the insur- 
gents, have been forced to abandon 
the country districts and to concen- 
trate at RigX Mitau and Libau, where 
they actually are standing on the de- 
fensive, unable to make head against 
the insurgents. Several detachments 
have been defeated. The garrison of 
Takum, consisting of "a squadron of 
dragoons and a company of infantry, 
not being able to depart in time, was 
set upon at night and lost its com- 
mander, Lieutenant Colonel Mueller, 
and 30 men. The insurgents, evading 
the sentinels, penetrated 
the town 


and laid wire entanglements in front 
of the houses in which the wearied 
soldiers were quartered. 
They then 


set fire to the houses, and the troops, 
rushing out, were shot do^'a from the 
roofs or cut up in the narrow streets. 
The soldiers retreated in confusion, 
leaving their dead. The latter were 
horribly mutilated by the insurgents 


The workmen's council, under ths 


noses of police, succeeded in print- 
ing a hundred thousand copies of its 
paper, announcing that the govern- 
ment has declared a civil war on the 
proletariat and saying that the chal- 
lenge must be accepted. In its appeal 
to the people the council declares this 
is the government's last fight; that 
the throne of the Romanoffs is totter- 
ing, and that another blow will cause 
it to fall. The council adds: "While 
the government at St. Petersburg is 
falling, its own regiments are rising 
against it, and at Riga a republic has 
already been proclaimed. A few regi- 
ments may still be faithful, but the 
army as a whole is on our side. If 
the government was to fight, it shall 
have it"

RIOTS AT SHANGHAI. 


No Europeans Killed In the Outbreak. 


Trouble Squelched. 


Washington, 
Dec. 19.—The state 


department's information of the riot- 
ing at Sbarghai was contained in sev- 
eral dispatches from Shanghai, the 
last from Consul General Rodgers. 
It 


is gathered that the moving causes 
for the riots were the anti-American 
boycott and a general feeling of hos- 
tility toward foreigners, such as pre- 
ceded the Boxer uprising of 1900. Mr. 
Rodgers' statement was that all busi- 
ness was suspended among the Chi- 
nese; that as an incident tb the gen- 
eral strike a number of foreigners had 
been assaulted. 
Volunteers had been 


called cut. presumably from the peo- 
ple in the foreign settlements, whose 
efforts at maintaining order were sec- 
onded by English marines. The war- 
ships in the harbor were cleared for 
action 
A later 
dispatch reported 


the continuance of the riotous condi- 
tion, adding that the police stations 
had bec-n burned, a number of people 
killed, probably about 30, including 
some foreigners. No Americans, how- 
ever, had been injured. 


Rioting Suppressed. 


Shanghai. Dec. 19.—The riot is sup- 


pressed. 
Twenty Chinese rowdies 


wore killed and a few Europeans were 
woundjd. Otherwise the damage dona 
was slight. *

hi which the poet spent some of the 
most melancholy honis of u most mel- 
ancholy life 
This cottage is at l-'ord- 


bam, once a Dutch •v Illa^e and in Poo's 
time quite n distance fiom the city of 
New Voik, but now A\ell ulthlti tbe 
limits of the Greater New York and e 
part of the borough of Bionx.

cottage Is near the old Kingsbridge 
road and is not far from Bronx park, 
where a tamous zoological collection 
attracts thousands of visitors on pleas-

ant Sunday aftei noons It is but one 
story and a half in height, and on the 
first floor are three rooms, one of them 
a kitchen. The second story is scarce- 
ly more than an attic, but in one of 
the small rooms, tbat in the southwest 
corner, the poet's beautiful wife, Vir- 
ginia Clemm Poe, wasted away with 
consumption and died at last in the 
midst of extreme privation. She mar- 
ried Poe when hardly more than a 
child, and, though he was devoted to 
his yonng and frail partner, her short 
life was full of hardships, for the gen- 
ius of Poe was not recognized then as 
it has been since, and the rewards of 
his literary labors were small. There 
Is a story that she was wrapped up in 
her husband's overcoat In her last sick- 
ness because the family did not have 
enough bedclothiug to keep her warm. 
Whether this is true or not, it is certain 
that they were very poor, and a neigh- 
bor who laid Mrs. Poe's body out for 
burial has said that she and otber 
women Who lived near by furnished 
the burial clothes 
It ™ as in 1845, just 


before coming to live in this cottPge, 
that Poe wrote "The Raven." His wife 
died in 1847, and in the tn-o following 
years, while still living at Toidham, 
Poe produced some of his best works, 
but they were years of extreme mel- 
ancholy, and tbe poet's frame of mind 
was reflected in the sad but beautiful 
"Ulalume" and "Annabel Lee," which 
he composed in the study of the Ford- 
ham cottuge or while pacing the little 
Tcranda. in -front and. gazing at the 
stars.

CHEAT ensinocrln-f work Is In 
progress in New York city 
where Hie waters of the Eust 
rher flow placldlj on their 


tourse between the foot of Thirty- 
fourth street. Manhattan borough, and 
part of the boiough of Queen, known 
as Long Island City. It Is here that 
four tunnels are being bored uudcr tbe 
river for the use of tbe Penusjhauia 
and Long Island railroads. 
Before 


long trains from the west will pass 
through the I'ennsj Ivnma tuuuels un- 
der the North river and under the 
streets and skyscrapers of the borough 
of Manhattan to the great station down 
underground in the center of the city's 
busiest district. 
Nor will they stop 


here, for some will continue ou their 
way until they have passed under the 
East rner and emerged into the sun- 
light again, when they will speed on 
till the farthest point of Long Island 
is reached and there deliver their pas- 
sengers and freight to ships waiting to 
take them across the ocean. 


The construction of these four parallel 


tunnels under a mighty stream like the 
East rivet1 is a task of enormous mag- 
nitude, yet it is only one among many 
large enterprises which claim the at- 
tention of the English contractor. Sir 
\Veetman D. Pearson, M. P He is the 
head of the firm of S Pearson & Son, 
limited, of London, and, besides attend- 
ing to big engmeeiing projects in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, looks out for 
the constituency of Colchester in par- 
liament 
He Is rarely heard iA the 


house of commons, but tbat is because 
he Is a man of deeds rather than words. 
The firm of which he is the head was 
founded by his grandfather, the S. 
Pearson whose name appears In the 
title of the firm now. His father was 
the late George Pearson, and the firm 
has long enjoj ed « high reputation, but 
during Sir Weetraan's time its work 
has taken on greaier importance than 
in earlier years. One of the large en 
terprises now in charge of the firm IT 
the reconstruction and completion ot

«s president of tbe Carnesie Steel com- 
pany. 
Later on he succwl'tl Mr. 


Schwab again in an Important post— 
the presidency of the United States 
Steel corporation, la ills pes^'on he 
has drawn a salary of ?75,OfO a jvar. 
Rumors of hi<j resignation from this 
post in conse<jiJeiK-e of his &Koestic 
troubles have been in circulation. His 
wife is now in Nevada and is said to 
hare instituted divorce proceeding.

Sir Weetman was born in 185C and is 


now at his prime as a man of affairs. 
lie was first chosen to parliament in

In 1881 he married An- 
nie, daughter of tLe late Sir John C'ass 
of Bradford, and they have a son, 
Clivc, now taking his course at Oxford, 
and a daughter, who recently married 
Lord Doninau. The Pear«ons dispense 
a lavish hospitality at their London 
home. Carlton House Terrace, and, 
though Sir Weetman is fond of good 
living, he is not an aristocrat, but is 
democratic in manners and a thorough 
man of business. In the boring of tbe 
tunnels under the East river the Eng 
lish contractor makes it his policy to 
employ for the most part American 
labor and American tools and mate- 
rials. His firm obtained the contract 
in competition with American con- 
tractors. He comes to this country sev- 
eral times a year, as a rule, to super- 
! rise tbe work and also spends much 
i time in Mexico, where be bas on hand 
even a larger project than the tunnel- 
Ing of the East river. It was his firm 
which constructed the Vera Cruz har- 
bor works, costing So.000,000. and tbe 
great $13.000.000 canal which drain? 
the valley of Mexico. By the Tehuan- 
tepec railroad -with its terminals on 
the east and west of the continent the 
Mexicans hope to compete successful- 
ly with the Panama can.'J for trans- 
continental traffic. The road from sea 
to sea is now pra< tieally completed. 
The task involved tbe boring of sev- 
eral tunnels through the mountains 
anu UK- construction of "tfiTal splen- 
i"«I steel brklces. It also involved tbe 
construction of barliors at either eu'J 
of the roa<I. a ta«-k of greater magni- 
tude and more ensincrnDg difficulties 
tb.in the buildii'g of tbe railroad itself 
An idea of the extensive character of 
the work may he obtained from the 
fact thnt fit Rinron Antonio a new 
town bas been built, with all facilities 
for making th" life of the company's 
employees agreeable and homelike, in- 
clvdinc chnrch. clubhouse, company 
*1 w» and lo-lce rooms for societies.
